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Nurserymen Express Opinion on Census Plans 


Arrangements Made Are Regarded As Inadequate To Present Comprehensive Pic- 
ture of the Nursery Industry—New Census of Distribution Feature 


BUREAU SUGGESTS A SPECIAL MAIL NURSERY CANVASS LATER ON 


The sample schedule for the “Census of 
Agriculture in 1930” apparently includes all 
that will be enumerated in regard to the 
commercial Nurseries of the country; unless 
a special inquiry is made; also that Nurser- 
ies along with “poultry establishments, 
greenhouses and city or village dairies” are 
considered as farms if they use three acres 
of land or more or if their products for the 
preceding census year (1929) were valued at 
$250 or more. 

Specifically named in the farm schedule 
are “Nurseries, greenhouses, hothouses,” 
etc., under which heading are grouped two 
items: 

218—Trees, plants, vines, etc., in Nurser- 

ies, flower and vegetable seeds, and 
bulbs. 

219—Flowers, plants and 


grown under glass, 
grown in the open. 


vegetables 
and flowers 





This sems to leave much to be desired in 
the way of statistics relating to the Nursery 
industry in this country. Over and over the 
American Nurseryman has been asked for 
years to supply information pertaining to 
the extent of the Nursery business and to 
various important features thereof. Gov- 
ernment departments in Washington have 
been unable to supply this information. This 
journal has endeavored to procure statistics 
but, of course, it has been impracticable to 
accomplish what the government could pro- 
cure at census-taking time. 

Now that such a time has arrived it seems 
desirable to direct the attention of the Cen- 
sus Bureau to the value definite informa- 
tion regarding the Nursery industry would 
prove to be not only to the trade itself but 
to many others directly or indirectly inter- 
ested therein. 

As indicating the sentiment of prominent 
Nursery concerns in the matter we quote 
expressions received within the last week: 


We are in receipt of your letter of the 6th 
and note that the Nursery Census will be 
taken under the farm schedule. If the Nur- 
sery census would reveal anything of inter- 
est to the Nurserymen it would seem to us 
that it should be taken under a separate 
schedule. 

We note that schedule 218 covers practi- 
cally all kinds of Nursery stock and it seems 
to us if these had been divided several 
times so as to show more clearly the kind 
of stock, such as separating the different 
classes of stock, fruit trees, shade trees, 
Shrubs, roses, perennial plants and bulbs 


and seeds, it would have been of much more 
value to the Nursery industry.

The present plan would simply give the 
gross sales of each item such as trees, plants, 
vines, etc. 

It would not give any information as to 
number of trees or plants growing in the 
Nurseries, the amount of capital invested in 
packing houses, buildings, equipment, etc. 

I cannot see what benefit the Nursery in- 
dustry would obtain simply from learning 
the gross sales and then mixing up the bal 
ance with farm statistics. It is not fair to 
the farm or the Nursery.

1 am afraid that after all is said and done 
we are not going to get a very good picture 
of the Nursery industry. 

In the first place there are a good many 
Nurseries that are less than three acres and 
the average inventory value and sales are 
considerably over two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. A general estimate of a thousand to 
fifteen hundred dollars per acre for Nursery 
stock is not out of line and in most cases 
considerably more than this. There are 
many sales yards and small Nurseries and 
this classification of three or more acres 
will not catch them. 

Under item 218, trees, plants, vines, etc., 
it is entirely too general and there may be 
incorporated quite a few other items that 
would be more specific if we are going to 
make the census tell us what it should. A 
suggestive list not in sequence of importance 
but merely as a suggestion is inclosed here- 
with: 

Good many Nurseries are less than three 
acres and average inventory value of Nur- 
sery stock is ten to fifteen hundred dollars 
per acre wholesale and considerably more 
retail. Many are sale yards—classification 
not sufficient. 

Both wholesale and retail value of orna- 
mental and fruit trees, evergreens, shrubs, 
vines, roses, perennials, bulbs, annuals, vege- 
table plants, small fruits (or more specific), 
hedge plants, nut trees. 

Miscellaneous: Farm and office equipment, 
good will. 

Boston Convention estimate of annual 
turnover in industry: $80,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000. 

Nurseries are subject to inspection—Lists 
from entomologists.

on the General Farm Schedule, 1930, to 
to the Nursery and greenhouse industries 
of the United States.

Of 
course it is rather late to have a census 
made at the time of the enumeration for 
Population and Agriculture which will be- 
gin April 2 of this year. , 
Possibly this may be taken up in a mail 
canvass after the field work on Agricul- 
ture is completed. If you wish to send in 
a list of proposed inquiries for a special 
schedule in this connection for the Nursery 
industry, the same will receive careful con- 
sideration. Any free publicity you may 
give the 1930 agricultural census will be 
greatly appreciated.

The new census of distribution, a part of 
the Fifteenth Decennial Census, is the first 
nation-wide gathering of statistics in regard 
to retail and wholesale trade ever attempted 
by this or any other government.

The census of agriculture will begin April 
1 and will continue for six weeks. 


Marked interest in Reforesting — The 
The State Tree Nursery is swamped with 
orders for planting stock, according to the 
Georgia Forest Service, which also an- 
nounces that the demand is far ahead of any 
previous record and exceeds all expectations.

As Outlined by President J. Frank Snell at the Annual Convention of the State Asso- 
ciation—Sound Advice for the Progressive 


HE members of this organization 
T should cooperate to stabilize prices 

of our products. Throw away your 
hammer and quit riding your fellow-Nur- 
serymen. Customers do not play favorites 
much; they are looking out for themselves; 
and the knowledge that petty jealousies 
and lack of sportsmanship in competition 
exist among us belittles the whole industry 
in their eyes. 

Urge a larger membership in the asso- 
ciation, especially among the small deal- 
ers. If these men, who are often beginners, 
imbibe some of the ethics of the business 
and broaden their viewpoint they will have 
higher regard for the business and for their 
fellows in the same business and some of 
the present methods, such as unreasonable 
and unseasonable price-cutting, etc., will be 
minimized. 


It would be beneficial to the state organi- 
zation for members in the larger cities 
where there are more of them are located, to 
organize and get together oftener than the 
semi-annual conventions. At these meet- 
ings they would consolidate opinions io 
one extent and be prepared for actions 
which should be taken at the conventions; 
then there would be true representation 
of the opinion of the Nurserymen of Okla- 
homa. 


One thing to be seriously thought about 
and discussed at these small meetings, and 
actions taken at the larger ones, is steps 
to keep red tape out of inspection laws. 
Get laws passed that are constructive for 
all parties, and not laws which merely 
hamper the business and benefit no one. 
These laws should not be drafted by people 
who are not in any way interested in the 
Nursery business. 

Opinion on State Nurseries 

We should make organized effort to keep 
the state from establishing a Nursery to 
undersell and demoralize the industry. 
That is what state Nurseries do because 
they get into the hands of politicians. If 
the state wants to foster reforestation, 
anyone able to spare land for such pur- 
poses is also able to pay a reasonable 
quantity-price for the seedling trees with 
which to do it. At the present time the 
state forester is supplying Chinese elm 
seedlings at what the seed cost the Nur- 
serymen before planting; and no Nursery- 
man can give his time, land and labor with- 
out any return on them. This is a sort of 
philanthropy on the part of the state, but 
to the Nurseryman it is unfair competition. 
I have heard that this practice ruined the 
business in the states of New York and 
Pennsylvania, so that Nurseries in those 
states now exist on what they ship outside 
the state; and that politicians now reap 
the benefits from the state-owned Nur- 
series. No doubt it started in a small way 
and the Nurserymen did not realize the 
menace, and now their all is tied up in in- 
vestments there and they must seek other 
markets. A great many people need food 
and clothing; yet the state does not sup- 
ply them; these things are left for benevo- 
lent societies. These same societies in- 








The Federal plant quarantine on account 
of the Asiatic beetle and the Asiatic garden 
beetle has been removed (Feb. 21) by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, effective March 1. 
The quarantined area consisted of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the State of New Jersey, 
and portion of Connecticut, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Virginia. 

As a result of the observations of the past 
year, the Department of Agriculture has 
reached the conclusion that a continuation 
of Federal restrictions on the interstate 
movement of Nursery products and soil, to 
prevent the spread of these insects, is not 
justified by the information at hand. In

placing the quarantine a year ago, the De 
partment felt that dissemination should be 
prevented until the significance of these 
species could be weighed more carefully and 
further observations made. The past year’s 
work has indicated that their potential 
danger to the United States does not justify 
the expenses of quarantine administration 
and the losses resulting from the imposition 
of restrictions. 

In revoking this quarantine, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is following the pre- 
cedents of past years in removing plant 
quarantine restrictions whenever it becomes 
apparent that they are no longer justified 





by the available facts.

trees will invest in that also. 

It is important in dealing with each 
other that our system of grading be stand- 
ardized with the American Association of 
Nurserymen. This is the best means of 
keeping both wholesale and retail custom- 
ers satisfied and of insuring fair com- 
petition. 

Attend the summer meeting of your as- 
sociation. Give your time and money *o 
make it a success. We are an independent 
industry, and should be recognized as such. 
The summer gathering, when we bring our 
families together and form friendships 
among our trade brethren, carry pleasant 
memories all through the year which soften 
the material aspects and add to the joy of 
our dealings with each other. 

Conduct your business so that your 
banker and your fellow-Nurserymen will 
be glad to have your account. Pay your 
bills when due and if you can’t pay them 
let your creditor know your true circum- 
stances—why you can’t pay and when you 
will be able to pay. It will pay you to take 
a little trouble to explain, rather than let 
the other fellow be in the dark and worry- 
ing about a past due account on which he 
had depended. 

It seems that we will have the fly-by- 
night dealer and the crooked salesman 
with us always. Make both give you 
references and investigate them before you 
begin dealings with them. Otherwise they 
get business that would come to you.

New York 
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New Jersey Association Members Sign the Code 


Ethics Command High Place in The Estimation of This Progressive Organization— 
Garden Club Members As Guests—The Annual Playlet 


EW Jersey Nurserymen in Trenton, 
N Feb. 6-7, as usual presented a full pro- 

gram and proceeded from the outset of 
the annual convention of the state associa- 
tion to get out of it all it offered. Early in the 
first session President A. J. Jennings’ sug- 
gestion that the membership of the execu- 
tive committee be increased from five to 
nine was adopted. The committee’s report 
showed addition of 19 members and the sign- 
ing of the code of ethics pledge by 62 of the 
members, leaving 14 to be heard from. Dr. 
W. H. Martin, plant pathologist, New Bruns- 
wick Expt. Sta., was elected to honorary 
membership. The place of the association’s 
advertising fund having been taken by the 
National Campaign activity, the balance in 
the association fund was transferred to a 
special sinking fund. 


The first afternoon brought a feature in 
which women members of garden clubs of 
the state by invitation listened to addresses 
of interest—a feature for several years high- 
ly successful at the annual conventions of 
the Illinois Nurserymen’s Association. This 
feature blended with another that has be- 
come a practice of the New Jersey Associa- 
tion—a playlet to demonstrate the ideal 
attitude of Nurseryman to patron. This 
year’s dramatic sketch, entitled “Looking 
Ahead”, represented two wholesale growers, 
a pessimistic retailer, an optimistic retailer, 
a “landscaper”, a progressive Nurseryman 
and a home owner, impersonated respective- 
ly by F. Hendrickx, L. Schubert, George Jen- 
nings, J. D. Page, J. W. Oakwood, Robert 
Greene and Frank Schmidt. That the trials 
of the Nurseryman, thus represented were 
impressed upon the visitors was shown by 
the appreciation of the playlet expressed in 
a speech for the garden clubs by Mrs. Bruce 
Bedford, president of the Trenton Club. Mrs. 
Charles H. Stout, Short Hills, N. J., gave a 
highly enjoyable talk with lantern slides on 
rock gardens. On Lester C. Lovett’s motion 
a rising vote of thanks followed. 


Sentiment for greater interest on the part 
of Nurserymen in the care of shade trees 
was expressed in connection with discussion 
and indorsement of a bill in the New Jersey 
Legislature requiring that those who prac- 
tice tree repair work must pass an examin- 
ation and procure a license. A _ banquet 
closed the first day’s program. 


Dr. T. J. Headlee, New Jersey entomolo- 
gist, in one of the principal addresses of the 
convention discussed up to date develop- 
ments in plant quarantines, a subject with 
which by long study and direct experience 
he is thoroughly familiar. He said that, as 
the result of pronounced effects upon busi- 
ness interests by emergency measures, ser- 
ious consideration is being given to the 
proposition that before imposing a quaran- 
tine the authorities should study the pros- 
pective damage that may result and weigh 
it with the prospective benefits. Dr. Head- 
lee said such provision should become law, 
the secretary of agriculture being directed 
to determine the advisability of directing a 
quarantine. He stated that the workers at 
the New Brunswick Experiment Station are 
continually endeavoring to lighten the bur- 
den on Nurserymen within the Japanese 
beetle area, by lessening the competition 





from Nurseries outside of this area. Inci- 
dentally he referred to experiments in appli- 
cation of electricity for destroying plant 
insects. 

“There is much doubt in professional and 
scientific minds,” said he, “as to the ultimate 
efficiency of present quarantine policies.” 
He suggested necessity for educating the 
public to a consideration of the subject. 

J. Howes Humphreys, former president of 
the Pennsylvania Nurserymen’s Association 
reported prospect of having the Asiatic 
beetle quarantine lifted, W. R. Pierson of 
Connecticut working especially to that end. 
William F. Miller, Gloucester City, N. J., re- 
ported continuous success of his chicken- 
devouring method of combating the Japan- 
ese beetle, as reported to the 1929 conven- 
tion. Dr. W. H. Martin seconded Dr. Head- 
lee’s observations.

John Roy Bragg Honored—At the conclu- 
sion of the meeting of the Tennessee Nur- 
serymen’s Association in Nashville, John 
Roy Bragg, president of the Cumberland 
Valley Nursery Company of this place and 
one of McMinnville’s leading business men, 
was elected vice-president of the associa- 
tion. It is understood that Mr. Bragg was 
offered the presidency of the association but 
due to his heavy duties he declined the 
honor. The Tennessee Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation made a wise selection in choosing 
Mr. Bragg as one of its executive officers, 
who will make them a worthy official— 
McMinnville, Tenn., Standard. 


Regarding effects of severe weather at 
points in Texas in January (mercury at -1° 
in Fort Worth, lowest in 31 years) the South- 
ern Florist says: 

“A few reports of damage to nursery stock 
have been received, though not sufficient to 
warrant a guess as to the extent of the los- 
ses suffered. At points in East Texas, such 
as Wills Point, Myrtle Springs, Pittsburg 
and Scottsville, it appears that many of the 
roses, the wax ligustrums, Italian cypress, 
euonymus photinias and some other items 
were killed, or where not killed were badly 
damaged and rendered unfit for this year’s 
sales.” 

Bern Hudnall, proprietor of the Pittsburg 
Nursery, Pittsburg, writes: “After exam- 
ining carefully, we find that most all varie- 
ties of roses, where exposed to the full 
severity of the 6 degrees below zero, were 
damaged to the extent that the stock is 
rendered unfit for the present season’s de- 
livery or planting. The ligistrums of the 
waxleaf and Japan varieties were damaged 
to the ground. Italian cypress and some of 
the small plants of cedrus, where out in the 
open, suffered, also some of the hardier . 
shrubs such as crape myrtle. In general we 
find the hardier trees and plants apparently 
In good condition.” 

Roses at Fort Worth, and also at Denton, 
40 miles north, were unhurt. Mr. Baker 
attributes this to the gradualness of the 
decline of temperatures, allowing the stock 
to harden off properly. However, sweet 
myrtles and pittosporums were killed. Small 
plants of Cedrus deodara were scorched. 
The foliage of many broadleaved evergreens 
was scorched, but they will easily recover. 


Red Cedar Damage Case—J. Montgomery 
Strong, of 44 West Forty-fourth St., New 
York, who first made a claim against the 
State of New York for $30,000 for the de- 
struction by the state of 10,000 red cedar 
trees on his 116-acre property in Ulster 
County, in order to protect apple trees, and 
then increased his claim to $676,920, the 
alleged value of his property, will receive 
$7,000, under a decision handed down recent- 
ly by Justice Levy of the Supreme Court. 


Aditional Stock Issued—To provide addi- 
tional working capital Joseph Breck & Sons, 
Boston, Mass., Nurserymen and seedsmen, 
have provided for a new issue of $100,000 
of first preferred 7% stock. The company 
was founded in 1818 in Peperell, Mass., but 
has been in Boston most of the time since. 
Last year it absorbed the Breck-Robinson 
Nursery Co. and has 60 acres of growing 
Nursery stock at Lexington, Mass.

A TEXAS HIGHWAY PLAN 


That Nurserymen are giving active con- 
sideration to the outlet for Nursery stock 
in beautification plans involving roadside 
improvement is shown by comment in the 
trade following the series of articles on 
the subject in the American Nurseryman 
and by the following announcement in a 
recent issue of the Southern Florist: 

“A project for planting with trees the 
highway between Denison and Sherman, 
Tex.—a distance of 10 miles or more—is 
nearing fruition. The Texas Nursery Co., 
of the latter city, is proposing that if it is 
given the contract to plant the entire 
length of the highway with sycamores, it 
will donate and plant the red oaks between 
the sycamores. The idea is that the syca- 
mores, being faster growing, will supply 
shade and beauty for some 25 years, Dy 
which time the welfare of the longer-lived 
oaks will demand that the sycamores be 
cut away. 

“The plan has been approved by the 
state highway department, and_ civic 
bodies in both cities are at work raising 
the necessary funds. The contract with 
the Nursery would include care for two 
years, and the filling of any gaps occuring 
within that time. Will B. Munson, Nur- 
seryman of Denison, is chairman of the 
campaign in that city.” 

Contracting for the trees and shrubs for 
roadside planting ought to be a straightout 
business proposition, but it may be neces- 
sary now and then for a Nursery concern 
to make a special offer in order to induce 
a tryout of commercial Nursery material 
and service, to prove the practicability of 
the plan and thus lead authorities else- 
where -to deal with the commercial Nur- 
series. 


LONG-TIME POINT OF VIEW 


The economic future for farmers seems 
to be one of gradual improvement, accord- 
ing to A. W. Gibson of the New York State 
College of Agriculture. When a young man 
considers his future occupation he should 
do so from a long-time point of view. When 
conditions are at their best in an industry, 
after a long and gradual improvement, 
young men are likely to be impressed with 
the outlook in that industry. In reality they 
are looking backward instead of forward 
and the future conditions will be the con- 
ditions under which they will work. 

Since 1920 the enrollments in agricultural 
colleges in the country have been from 25 
to 50 per cent lower than they were before 
the war. If these numbers are any indica- 
tion of the number of men who have gone 
into farming during that time apparently a 
decided need for good farmers is im- 
mediately ahead. 

“It is not a time to increase the number 
of farmers, but we shall have several 
thousand new farmers every year without 
increasing the total number. Some of the 
best farm boys will make the best farmers 
of the future and the outlook for those who 
will be able to make a start on good land is 
such that they will likely find as much satis- 
faction in farming as in any other line of 
work.”

MORE COLLATERAL SUPPORT 


Nurserymen should be especially interest- 
ed, by reason of probable increase of de- 
mand for rose plants, in the action of the 
American Rose Society in approving the 
suggestion by its secretary Robert Pyle, a 
Nurseryman, to organize the vice-presidents 
and local secretaries in those’ sections 
where members live within convenient 
reach of each other, having them select a 
leader and plan meetings, to which a field 
representative or officer of the American 
Rose Society could be sent if practical. 


New Nursery Service 

Fruit growers and Nurserymen of South- 
ern California are to have the cooperation of 
an assistant superintendent of Nursery ser- 
vice who is located at Los Angeles, accord- 
ing to Geo. E. Woodham, superintendent of 
Nursery service, State department of Agri- 
culture. 

C. R. Tower, former agricultural inspector 
for Ventura County, has been appointed to 
the position. Tower has had wide experi- 
ence among southern California Nurseries, 
Woodham says, and is in a position to be of 
real constructive service not only to Nur- 
serymen but to the industry in general. 

Tower will inspect stock at Nurseries, 
assist in registering and licensing Nurseries, 
cooperate with agricultural commissioners 
and Nurserymen in pest control, and aid in 
‘the arbitration of disputes arising out of the 
enforcement of plant quarantine laws. 

The establishment, says Woodham, of the 
Nursery service office in the south fills a 
long felt need of southern plant growers as 
expressed at a meeting of the California 
Nurserymen’s Association in Fresno last 
season. The salary of the new officer is to 
be paid out of the license fees paid by Nur- 
serymen. 


State Nursery Expansion 


New York State, which already has the 
largest tree Nursery in the world, at Sara- 
toga, will add several more Nurseries of 100 
acres each under the program for reforesting 
1,000,000 acres of idle land, now recommend- 
ed to the legislature. Until the Hewitt bill 
was adopted last year there had been no 
large attempt made to advance a program 
of general reforesting. The measure per- 
mits the state to acquire unused land in 
units of not less than 500 acres and the pres- 
ent program is in further enlargement of the 
idea. Just now while the output of the state 
nurseries is 36,000,000 trees a year this will 
not be sufficient for so huge a program as 
the reforesting of 1,000,000 acres and it is 
planned in the recommendations submitted 
by the Conservation Department to add one 
Nursery a year for the next few years. 

It was pointed out that in 1928 22,000,000 
trees were shipped from the State Nurseries 
for actual planting. On this basis between 
25,000 and 40,000 acres were planted. This 
is only about one-fourth of the farm land that 
is being abandoned in the state each year. 
It is proposed to reforest on an upward scale 
beginning with 13,000 acres in 1930, increas- 
ing to 100,000 acres a year in 1933, and con- 
tinue at that rate until 1945 when the 1,000- 
000 acres would be under tree propagation.

Home grounds in hundreds of communi- 
ties through the land were planted and 
beautified as the result of the inspiration 
given by this big country-wide competition, 
the first of the kind ever conducted. 

Hundreds of beautiful yards and gardens 
were entered in the national contest, each 
of them a first prize winner in a local 
yard and garden contest and therefore the 
outstanding home grounds of an entire 
community. 

The nine major prize winners received 
as trophies handsome pieces of stone gar- 
den furniture bearing bronze plates de- 
scriptive of their notable achievements 
in the improvement and beautification of 
their home grounds. 

The hundreds of photographs submitted 
showed the competing yards so attractive 
and livable that the national judges gave 
honorable mention to 34 home grounds in 
addition to selecting nine outstanding gar- 
dens to merit the distinction of the major 
prizes.

If the New York grape growers wish to 
remain in the grape business, their future is 
dependent upon the development of more 
productive and higher-quality varieties, says 
Professor Richard Wellington, chief of re- 
search at the Geneva, N. Y., experiment 
Station. This statement applies as well to 
all other fruits for the day of keen competi- 
tion has arrived, and only those who grow 
a superior product will remain at the top. 
It is not a question of more varieties, but 
varieties that will serve the highest purpose. 

During the past forty years the Geneva ex- 
periment station has collected fruits from 
various parts of the world that might have 
any possible value. No fruit has been ob- 
tained that fulfills all the requirements of a 
good variety. Many possess valuable char- 
acters such as good size, high flavor and 
color, long-keeping quality, freedom from 
insect pests and disease, proper time of 
maturity, and hardiness of plant and floral 
organs. Many new combinations have been 
obtained which promise to be of commercial 
value. As an example, Professor Wellington 
cited the Golden Muscat grape which was 
obtained from a cross between the Diamond 
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and the Muscat Hamburg. This variety 
inherited the high productiveness, large clus- 
ters, and the delicate Muscat aroma of its 
European parent, and the hardiness of its 
American parent. If this grape were black 
instead of a golden yellow; if it ripened a 
little earlier; and if it had a tougher skin 
for shipping, it would be invaluable, Prof- 
essor Wellington said. 

Several grapes like the Golden Muscat 
show promise and there are still many prom- 
ising seedlings that are too new and whose 
merit is yet unknown. 


New Fruits of Quarter Century 


From nearly 100,000 fruit seedlings grown 
at the Geneva experiment station in the last 
25 years, 23 tree fruits are on the market 
today. One of these, the Cortland apple, has 
conspicuous commercial merit, and several 
others promise well, says Professor G. H. 
Howe of the Geneva, N. Y., Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

Fruit growing can be improved only by the 
development of new varieties of superior 
value. Old sorts are never improved, ac- 
cording to Professor Howe. In New York, 
75 years ago, such varieties as Early Har- 
vest, Red Astrachan, Perry Russet, and Rox- 
bury Russet, ranked ahead of Baldwin in 
popularity, and McIntosh and Delicious, 
choice varieties at present, were unknown. 
Not a peach or a plum grown at that time

The Bartlett pear was rated 
below several other pears. 

Among the promising seedlings of the Mc- 
Intosk and Delicious Professor Howe sug- 
gests the following: the early McIntosh, 
Milton, Cortland, Kendall, Macoun, Sweet 
McIntosh, Medina, Orleans, Newfane, Sweet 
Delicious, Lodi, and Carlton. 

Six new varieties of pears have been ori- 
ginated at the Geneva station. Cayuga is 
an open pollinated seedling of Seckel with 
about the same season. It is larger and keeps 
longer, but it must be cross-pollinated to in- 
sure a crop. Three Bartlett-type pears ex- 
tend the season of that variety; Gorham is 
two weeks later than the Bartlett, Pulteney 
two weeks after Gorham, and Phelps follows 
the Pulteney. Ovid and Willard are both 
Bartlett by Dorset crosses and both have 
sufficient merit to warrant their distribu- 
tion as soon as stock is available. 

To stimulate the growing of plums in New 
York, four new varieties, Albion, Hall, Stan- 
ley and American Mirabelle are recommend- 
ed for trial. 

Only one cherry, the Seneca, has been 
named, but it is especially meritorious. It 
is a cross between Early Purple, one of the 
earliest sweet cherries to ripen, and an un- 
known sweet sort. For roadside market no 
variety can compete with Seneca, according 
to Professor Howe. 


Ripens Fruit in Half the Time—Dr. F. E. 
Denny, former research worker in the U.S. 
Dept. Agr., has discovered that ethylene gas - 
ripens fruit in half the time the sun requires 
——added inducement for planting fruit trees.

In roses this year the outstanding novelty 
is the hybrid tea, President Herbert Hoover, 
(L. B. Coddington, Murray Hill, N. J., 1930) 
a cross of Sensation with Souvenir de Claud- 
ius Pernet. It received in 1929 the gold 
medal at the International Flower Show in 
New York; the silver medal at the Centen- 
nial Exhibition, Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society, Boston; the Award of Merit, Royal 
Horticultural Society, London. It was des- 
cribed in the 1929 American Rose Annual. 


A double page plate of this rose in color 
constitutes the frontispiece of the 1930 
American Rose Annual, fifteenth of its kind, 
representing as many years. As ever, from 
frontispiece to index of its 232 pages, it is 
all Rose. And what a galaxy of information 
on this special subject is encompassed in 
this array of 15 volumes, each succeeding 
issue seeming to be trying to surpass its 
predecessor. It is fortunate for rose lovers 
that one who has the ability by study, wide 
observation and personal experience and 
above all the great liking for the subject 
which keys to high pitch constantly his keen 
perception of values and his penchant for 
seeking a record of the highlights of a twelve 
month’s development in rose culture through 
out America and abroad, should devote the 
time and effort to produce this series of 
volumes. Literally he has produced it, for 
each volume is completely prepared, illus- 
trated and printed in the best of taste ‘by 
the J. Horace McFarland Company at the 
Mount Pleasant Press in Harrisburg. Due 
acknowledgement must be made of the value 
of the important cooperation of the associate 
editor, G. A. Stevens; for it is apparent by 
a glance at the voluminous contents that 
such aid was imperative. Mr. Stevens is 
also co-editor with Secretary Robert Pyle 


of the Society and Dr. McFarland in the 
production of “How to Grow Roses”, the 


new 17th edition of which was reviewed in 
a recent issue of this journal. 

In a foreword Editor McFarland remarks 
that hybridizers cannot but profit by the 
last word on rose chromosomes in Dr. Erlan- 
son’s paper, while a whole new world of 
rose possibilities is opened in Prof. Gericke’s 
presentation of the preliminary results of 
his work in growing roses in water supplied 
with requisite elements. The scientific end 
is well taken care of by the last word in 
disease investigation, even including the 
infectious chlorosis which is a hard job for 
the greenhouse man to face. No word, says 
Dr. McFarland, has been admitted to these 
pages which did not seem to the editors of 
real value in promoting the growth of more 
and better roses in America. 

This Annual appears five weeks earlier 
than its usual date. The senior editor ac- 
knowledges the capable and persistent work 
of his associate to this end, made particu- 
larly helpful by a hospital absence of the 
senior editor for many weeks last fall. 

An outstanding feature of the current 
Annual is the section of 28 pages devoted 
to “The Proof of the Pudding” through 
which 54 widespread observers have re- 
ported critically on more than two hundred

new roses. This feature together with 


that of “Roses Around the World,” pro-

At the annual meeting [A. N. Jan. 15, p. 
40] the committee on the president’s ad- 
dress reported strong indorsement of the 
suggestion that in the matter of propagation 
Nurserymen should keep well within mar- 
ket limits; that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to arrange for the American Asso- 
ciation convention in Minneapolis in July; 
that the state association is under obliga- 
tion to President McKay for his painstaking 
and scholarly address. 

A committee composed of M. R. Cash- 
man, J. V. Bailey and Bj. Loss reported a 
resolution asking the Board of Regents of 
the University of Minnesota to include in 
its budget sufficient funds to provide ade- 
quate proving and testing grounds at the 
Minnesota Fruit Breeding Farm, to prevent 
the introduction of unproven varieties, 
which, though showing early promise, may 
later prove worthless. The report of the 
committee on simplified variety list brought 
in a list of varieties recommended for prop- 
agation, which was made up from a ques- 
tionnaire sent out to all members. There 
was considerable discussion and the report, 
with changes deemed advisable, was adopt- 
ed on motion of Mr. Sherman, seconded by 
Mr. Cashman, and the Secretary instructed 
to send a copy to each member. There is 
no question but that growers, retailers, and 
planters will be benefitted by this selection 
of the most desirable varieties for each 
purpose and the discarding of inferior 
similar sorts. 


Wants Local Nurserymen’s Prices—Trees,

EASTERN NURSERYMEN PROVIDE 25% OF A. A. N. DUES AND FUND 


Japanese and Asiatic beetle control regu- 
lations continue to be uppermost in minds 
of Nurserymen endeavoring to continue do- 
ing business in the restricted areas, as was 
shown by discussion at the annual meeting 
of the Eastern Nurserymen’s Association in 
Trenton, N. J., last month. Reviewing the 
fiscal year’s work, William Flemer, Jr., said 
the A. A. N. executive committee has ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to consider quar- 
antine matters of national scope.

that unless the A. A. N. should give substan- 
tial assistance in measures to secure relief 
from business handicaps due to quarantine 
regulations especially oppressive in the east- 
ern states, eastern Nurserymen would be 
inclined to divert to such relief measures 
their A. A. N. dues and publicity campaign 
subscriptions.
